Sawyer Files Motion In Court 


An attorney for former Coffee 
County Probate Judge James L 
Sawyer has filed a motion to either 
dismiss’ a lawsuit concerning a 
shortage of funds in the Probate 
Office or move the case to the 
Enterprise division of the county. 

The motion, filed last week, 
involved a $20,613.42 shortage of 
probate funds discovered during a 
routine audit as Sawyer was prepar- 
ing to leave office. 

Criminal charges were brought 
against two office clerks in 
connection with the missing funds; 


however, state auditors ordered 
Sawyer to pay off the shortage 
because as head of the office he was 
legally responsible for the loss. 


In the motion, Sawyer’s attorney 
asked that the suit be dismissed on 
the grounds that the state failed to 
state a claim against the defendant 
upon which relief could be granted. 
If further stated that if the suit isn't 
dismissed that it be transferred to 
the Enterprise division on the 
grounds that it was filed in the wrong 
division.

Seaboard System Railroad To 
End Rail Service To Elba 


Seaboard System Railroad has 
been given official approval to close 
the Elba railroad spur, thus ending 
rail service to the community. The 
order, issued August 7, 1984, by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
rejected the request of the City of 
Elba for a formal public hearing on 
the matter 

The order cited the low amount of 
traffic on the rail line, and the fact 
that the three largest users (94 
percent) had not filed any protest to 
the action 

Repeatedly the ICC order noted 
that the opposition to the closing and 
the request for a heraing “were 
unsubstantiated’’. Affidavits signed 
by protestors apparently wer 
qualified evidence on the par with 
that submitted by the railroad. 

The opposition report, filed by 
Attorney Mark Vaughan on behalf of 


the city, included an offer by Mayor 
Bob English for the city to maintain 
the rail line within the city limits, but 
the ICC noted they had no evidence 
that the city had the expertise or the 
equipment to do such work 

The railroad reported to the ICC 
that it lost $115,005 on the line in 
1982, and $119,800 during the 1983 
year. Revenue in the 1983 year was 


$206,281, down $83,000 from 1982.
